“introduce a pure, progressive admin­ 
istration within tile republic and to 
consolidate on a morn! and practical 
basis the good relations of Portugal 
with foreign nations.'’ 
The governm ent, it is added, will 
throw wide to everybody the door of 
education, assure the national defense 
on land and sea. administer the Colo 
niea on a basis of decentralization and 
self-government, establish a system of 
Justle* that will ensure essential lib 
erty to all, abolish the police magis­ 
trate's, investigate the 
expulsion of 
monks and 
nuns, (lose the 
Bornan 
Catholic schools, compel the civil reg­ 
istration of births, deaths and mar­ 
riages, separate churc h and state, aud

Portugal, where many troops arc quar­ 
tered The infantry that had gone over 
to the revolutionists engaged the roy­ 
alist cavalry The casualties ai* est! 
mated at 9hfi.
